•uprated 33 per cent this May, and 
raised a total of 142 per cent over 
a ID-year period. 


By contrast, third-class—or 


junk mail—will be hiked only 31 
per cent. 


The bulk of third-class mail is 


comprised of offers to sell 
merchandise, compared to the 
users of second-class mail- 
newspapers and magazines— 
which furnish a vital and per- 
manent communication link not 
only between government and 
the people but also between 
individual 
citizens—their 


readers. 


The postal system is in process 


of being transferred 
from 


political government to an in- 
dependent public corporation— 
but the new rates trace back to 
the 
political 
government, 


meaning the Congress.

another Laird motive was to 
take political ammunition away 
from antiwar Democratic sena- 
tors and congressmen who have 
been demanding a fixed date 
for withdrawal of American 
troops from the war. But these 
Democrats yet may claim cred- 
it for prodding the adminis- 
tration into its new position. 


Before Tuesday, Laird re- 


fused to make long-term with- 
drawal projections and at one 
time advocated limiting an- 
nouncements to six 
months

prise, President Nixon last May 
jumped a whole year ahead in 
pledging a pullout of 150,000 
men by this May 1. 


According to Pentagon offi- 


cials, Laird favored relatively 
short term troop withdrawal 
commitments in the early 
stages of the Vietnamization 
program because "there was a 
question in some minds wheth- 
er we could make it."

Father Wins 
Over 'Hippie' 
Daughter 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) -A 


University of Louisville coed 
has expressed bitterness over 
an appeals court ruling that her 
father is not required to sup- 
port her at school. The father 
had frowned on what he called 
her "hippie" life style. 


"My father has spent more 


money to fight this case than 
he would have if he would have 
just given me the money," the 
coed said. "I'm very bitter 
about this reversal." 


Neither the girl nor her fa- 


ther was 
identified 
in 
the 


court's pubb'c records, but a 
coed who said she was the girl 
spoke with a Louisville Courier- 
Journal reporter Tuesday night. 


The Appellate Division of the 


New York Supreme Court ruled 
4-to-l Tuesday in reversing a 
lower court order requiring the 
girl's father to pay her support 
or be imprisoned for 30 days. 


In the initial action before 


Family Court, the father said 
he cut off funds because his 
daughter was a "hippie" whose 
life-style "stinks." 


The appellate majority said, 


"The father—in return for his 
maintenance and support—is 
entitled to set reasonable stand- 
ards, rules and regulations for 
his child. The court below mis- 
conceived its function. It is not 
to substitute its judgment for 
that of the father." 
Acreage of 
Soybeans Up 
3.2 Per Cent 
WASHINGTON (AP) -Plant- 


ing of soybeans will be up 3.2 
million acres, according to the 
annual March 1 survey by the 
Crop Reporting Board of the 
Agriculture Department. 


The survey, released Tues- 


day, showed corn plantings will 
increase 4.3 million acres and 
sorghum 2.9 million. 


The latest cotton estimate 


was for 12.1 million acres, up 1 
per cent from 1970. 


Crop planting estimates for 


Arkansas in 1971 and the per- 
centage of 1970 acreage planted 
were: 


Cotton—1,070,000 acres and 96 


per cent. 


Soybeans—4,437,000 acres and 


101 per cent. 


Corn—54,000 acres for 1971 


and 93 per cent of 1970. 


Sorghums—319,000 acres and 


130 per cent. 


Soybean plantings, a favorite 


substitute in blight-threatened 
corn areas, were estimated at 
46.5 million acres, a seven per 
cent increase from 1970. The 
January report also indicated a 
seven per cent boost. 


This year's planting of sor- 


ghum grain was estimated at 
20.2 million acres, a 17 per cent 
increase from 1970, which was 
the same as in January. 


Last year, before the effects 


of corn blight were apparent, 
officials estimated the 1970 corn 
crop at a record 4.8 billion 
bushels. But blight, drough and 
other enemies reduced the crop 
15 per cent to about 4.1 billion 
by year end.

roots and herbs were given to the 
ill, we have come to a day of 
modern miracle drugs with 
marvelous curative powers. 


The modern miracle drugs 


have come as a result of constant 
research by the Pharmaceutical 
Industry which spent $446,000,000 
last year on research. Only about 
20 of 100,000 research drugs are 
finally 
approved 
after 


exhaustive tests by the Phar- 
maceutical Industry and then by 
the F.D.A. 


Tests are. run' first on 


laboratory animals and may run 
over a period of from one to three 
years before being tried on 
human volunteers. The Food and 
Drug Administration then steps 
in and makes their own tests 
before allowing a drug to be 
placed on the market. Even then 
a drug that may be approved and 
safe for hundreds of patients 
may produce bad side effects in 
one patient. The researcher must 
know what a given drug will do to 
a patient as well as what it will 
do for him. 


"A perfect drug is hard to 


come by. There are no short cuts 
in the development of a new 
drug", said Mr. Allen.

Workers says it will demand a 
one-year wage increase of at 
least 25 per cent from the Bell 
Telephone System in bargain- 
ing beginning next month. 


"We have the facts and fig- 


ures to realistically 
demon- 


strate the need for a 25 per 
cent increase right away," said 
the union's president Joseph A. 
Beirne. 


His union represents nearly 


500,000 of the telephone oper- 
ators, clerks, installers, repair- 
men and other workers in the 
21 Bell companies across the 
nation. He said the Commu- 
nications Workers generally 
sets the pattern for all Bell em- 
ployes, totaling some 900,000. 


Most of the union's contracts 


expire by May. 


Beirne, speaking at a news 


conference after a two-day un- 
ion session to set bargaining 
goals, said the outlook appears 
tougher than the last Bell nego- 
tiations in 1968 when workers 
won a three-year package of 20 
per cent in wage hikes and im- 
proved benefits after an 18-day 
nationwide strike. 


But he said he hoped to reach 


a contract settlement without a 
walkout this time. 


In addition to the wage de- 


mand of at least 25 per cent, 
the union also will seek better 


pension and insurance benefits, 
a shorter work week, extra pay 
for special job categories and 
other contract improvements. 


The union's members now av- 


erage $3.25 hourly for a 39.2- 
hour work week or $128.50 a 
week, he said. 
Claims Arkla 
Earnings More 
Than Fair Rate 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Oppo- 


nents of a move by Arkansas 
Louisiana Gas Co. to raise gas 
rates to industrial customers 
told a state Public Service 
Commission hearing Tuesday 
that Arkla's average earning 
from stockholders' equity has 
been about twice as much as 
the PSC considers a fair rate 
of return. 


William Grove of Washing- 


ton, 
an attorney for Reynolds 


Metals Co., said that in the 
years 1967-69, Arkla had real- 
ized an average rate of return 
on stockholders' quity of 24.3 
per cent. The PSC has said that 
11 to 12 per cent is a fair rate 
of return. 


Reynolds Metals is one of 


several industrial customers of 
Arkla that are trying to con- 
vince the PSC that long-term 
contracts for industrial gas 
users should not be voided. 


Arkla contends the PSC 


should withdraw its approval of 
the contracts so the utility 
could increase industrial rates 
to finance a pipeline into the 
Anadarko Basin in Texas and 
Oklahoma.

ANAHEIM, Calif. (AP) - 


The first woman ever elected 
president of a state medical 
society takes office today. She 
still remembers having to over- 
come sexual discrimination by 
her parents to become a doctor 
in the first place. Dr. Roberta 
Fenlon, 59, an internal medi- 
cine specialist in San Francisco 
and a faculty member at the 
University of California, 
as- 


sumes the reins of the 25,000- 
member California Medical As- 
sociation at its convention here. 


"No daughter of mine is go- 


ing to medical school," Dr. Fel- 
on recalls her physician-father 
declaring when, as a young 
woman, she seriously 
began 


considering the study of medi- 
cine. 


"Father was opposed because 


he thought medical school was 
too hard for a woman," she 
said in an interview. 


"And mother kept saying, 


'Oh, be a good mother or a 
good school teacher or a nurse. 
There's nothing finer than a 
good school teacher' she would 
say." 


That was in Clinton, Iowa, in

After Four 
Months Calley 
Case fo Jury

FT. BENNING, Ga. (AP) — 


In a spartan room, six Army 
officers sat today in judgment 
of Lt. William L. Calley Jr., ac- 
cused of My Lai murders. 


"Think back to the events of 


15 and 16 March 1968," the ju- 
rors were admonished Tuesday 
by Judge Reid Kennedy, "You 
and you alone have the inde- 
pendent responsibility of decid- 
ing the ultimate issue as to the 
guilt or innocence of Lt. Cal- 
ley." 


Thus, after four months of 


testimony, the fate of My Lai's 
most publicized figure was en- 
trusted to men who have tasted 
battle and know the agonies of 
command. 


They must weigh whether 


Calley is guilty of executing all 
or any 
of 102 villagers 
-as 


charged or whether he is in the 
words of his attorney —the "pi- 
geon" of the tragic assault. The 
lawyer called him "The lowest 
officer on the totem pole in this 
whole business." 


Available to the court-martial 


jury are four possible verdicts 
on court: premeditated murder 
carrying a sentence of either 
life imprisonment or death; un- 
premeditated murder with life 
imprisonment the maximum; 
voluntary manslaughter with a 
maximum

years and acquittal. 


Four of the six men must 


concur in any guilty verdict un- 
der military law. Then they 
would retire again to fix a sen- 
tence.

Legal Services 
for Poor to 
Be Offered

WASHINGTON (AP)—A bill 


to establish an 
independent, 


nonprofit legal-services pro- 
gram for the poor will be in- 
troduced in Congress Thursday 
with bipartisan support. 


The measure would establish 


the "National Corporation for 
Legal Services," a private gov- 
ernment-financed 
agency 
to 


take over the ogram which now 
is run by the Office of Econom- 
ic Opportunity. 


It calls for an 18-member 


board of governors to run the 
agency. Six members would be 
publicly appointed—five by the 
President and one by the Judicial 
Conference. 


Six 
repeesentatives 
would 


come from professional organi- 
zations such as the American 
Bar Association. Two new 
agencies—the National Clients 
Council and the Legal Services 
Organization—each would name 
three governors.

Funding'for the new corpo- 


ration, to be patterned after the

Broadcasting 
Corp., 


would be provided under sepa- 
rate title of the Economic Op- 
portunities Act which supplies 
money for the OEO. Estimates 
of the annual cost range from 
the $61 million spent for the 
current program to $140 mil- 
lion.

Nixon administration is coun- 
ting on Congress to support 
U.S. troop participation in a 
U.N. police force to secure a

Rogers said Tuesday he was 
satisfied that if an agreement 
acceptable to Israel and Egypt 
can be worked out "our Senate 
and our House of Representa- 
tives would support it." 


Rogers also said hopeful con- 


ditions now exist for peace 
even though negotiations are at 
an impasse at the moment. He 
warned of danger to the world 
should the peace efforts fail. 


He argued, therefore, the use

His sumptuous riv- 
erside villa became a hideaway 
for the American brass to relax 
from the cares of the war and 
prying report But the 52-year- 
old Crum closed out his Saigon 
villa late in 1970 and slid from 
view as surreptitiously as he 
had arrived five years earlier.

Jiree months of study, counted 
150 cases of septicemia—blood 
poisoning—brought on by the 
contaminated fluids throughout 
the country. One death was 
recorded in addition to the 
eight hers. Officials said they 
were uncertain why Ford hospi- 
tal had so many cases. 


Dr. Edward Quinn, chief of 


Ford's infectious disease sec- 
tions, said all eight patients 
who died were terminally ill 
with cancer or stroke, and were 
especially 
vulnerable 
to in- 


fection. The 52 who survived 
were all younger and healthier 
and suffered only mild symp- 
toms of the poisoning, he said. 


The fluids are used to nourish 


patients unable to eat.

Liberals Are 
Gaining on 
Committees

WASHINGTON (AP) — Some 


liberal Democrats are gaining 
power from new rules spread- 
ing House subcommittee chair- 
manships among more mem- 
bers. 


Committees 
reorganization 


still under way has demonstra- 
ted the rules changes are alter- 
ing the seniority system domi- 
nated in the past by South- 
erners who seldom faced politi- 
cal opposition. 


The House Foreign 
Affairs 


Committee, for example, has 
four new liberal subcommittee 
chairmen this year; three of 
them because 
of the 
rules 


changes. 


There had been no restriction 


in years past on the number of 
top spots a member could hold. 


But this year the Democratic 


caucus voted to restrict mem- 
bers to only one subcommittee 
chairmanship on major com- 


mittees, and committee chair- 
man to control of just one sub- 
committee. There were esti- 
mates this might open up about 
43 spots. 


Four foreign affairs subcom- 


mittee chairmen also had held 
top assignments on other com- 
mittees. Rep. Dante B. Fascell 
decided to retain control of his 
panel on inter-American 
af- 


fairs, but Reps. L.H. Fountain 
of North Carolina and John S. 
Monagan relinquished theirs to 
retain subcommittee chairmen- 
ships 
on Government Oper- 


ations and Rep. Robert N.C. 
Nix did the same to stay in the 
top spot of a postal operations 
panel. 


Those decisions plus one re- 


tirement, one election defeat 
and one change in committee 
assignment opened up spots for 
the four liberals. 


Rep. Lee H. Hamilton of In- 


diana takes over as head of the 
Near East subcommittee, Rep. 
Benjamin S. Rosenthal-of New 
York to the Europe panel, Rep. 
Donald M. Fraser of Minnesota 
to international organizations 
and Rep. John C. Culver of 
Iowa to foreign economic pol- 
icy.

O'Shea 
said the

Use Excessive

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


noted medical specialist 
as- 


serted today the government 
permits excessive use of a food 
preservative that may cause 
cancer. 


The cancer expert, Dr. Wil- 


liam Lijinsky—director of the 
Eppley Research Institute at 
the University of Nebraska in 
Omaha—said 
the 
Food 
and 


Drug Administration should al- 
low 
barely 
one-tenth 
the 


amount of nitrite preservative 
now permitted in cured meat 
and fish. 


"The main reason for adding 


nitrite to meat and possibly to 
fish appears to be cosmetic 
rather than functional and this 
would seem insufficient reason 
to take even a small risk with 
our health," Lijinsky said in 
testimony prepared 
for 
the 


Hi >use intergovernmental rela- 
tions subcommittee. 


Nitrite imparts the character- 


istic red color to cured ham, 
hot 
dogs, 
bacon, 
sausage, 


luncheon meats, corned beef 
and smoked fish. It is said also 
to prevent food poisoning called 
botulism. 


Recent research with animals 


has indicated nitrite combines 
in the body with other food and 
drug substances known as am- 
ines to produce a potent can- 
cer-causing 
class 
of agents 


known as nitrosamines. 


Lijinsky and several of his 


colleagues at the Nebraska cen- 
ter have been working on the 
connection 
between 
cancer 


stomach chemicals and 
food 


preservatives. 


In an article written with 


Harvard 
medical 
researcher 


Dr. Samuel S. Epstein Lijinsky 
said last year, "Nitrosamines 
seem to be a major class of 
carcinogens that are likely to 
be casually related to cancer of 
industrialized society." 


However, when the Nebraska 


research was disclosed late in

coming governor more time to 
prepare his legislative pro- 
gram. 


Some 
representatives 
had 


doubts about the public defen- 
der bill because they believed 
it would require each circuit to 
establish the public defender of- 
ficer although the circuit might 
not want one. Rep. Art Givens 
of Sherwood, handling the bill, 
said he would urge the Senate 
to adopt an amendment making 
the legislation permissive rath- 
er than mandatory. 


Rep. Charles Honey of Pres- 


cott urged approval of the bill, 
saying a U.S. Supreme Court 
ruling guaranteed a lawyer to 
all indigents charged with a fel- 
ony and "we're going to have 
to meet the problem head on 
some day." 


Opposing the measure, Rep. 


Donald Corbin of Lewisville 
said "the trouble in this coun- 
try is that we're coddling crim- 
inals too much." He said more 
concern was expressed for the 
rights of criminals than for 
those of "ordinary citizens." 


The House vote on the bill 


changing the primary election 
dates and automatically giving 
the American party a place on 
the ballot in 1972, when George 
C. Wallace may again be an 
American party candidate for 
president, was 64-9. 


The bill would establish the 


runoff primary on the second 
Tuesday in July with the first 
primary being held two weeks 
earlier. Current law calls for 
the second primary to be con- 
ducted on the second Tuesday 
of September with the first pri- 
mary two weeks earlier. 


The measure also would re- 


quire filing for political office 
between the first and third 
Tuesdays in April. Present law 
provides for filing from 
the 


first of the year to the third 
Tuesday of June. 


American party assurance of 


1972 ballot rights was contained 
in an amendment, offered by 
Rep. Frank Henslee of Pine 
Bluff, that was adopted by the 
House. 


Henslee's amendment would 


change a newly enacted elec- 
tion law that would require the 
American party to petition for 
a ballot position in 1972 because 
its candidate for governor in 
1970, Walter Carruth, failed to 
get at least 7 per cent of the 
vote. Henslee said 
the law 


would "destroy" the American 
party. 


His amendment would re- 


quire the party to petition for 
ballot rights in future elections 
if its candidate for governor or 
president failed to obtain 7 per 
cent of the vote in 1972. 


The bill is a Senate measure 


and normally would have been 
sent back to the Senate for con- 
currence in Henslee's amend- 
ment, but the proposal 
re- 


mained in the House when Rep. 
W. E. Beaumont of Little Rock 
gave notice of reconsideration. 
Beaumont said he was opposed 
to Henslee's amendment and 
wanted to check with Sen. Ben 
Allen of Little Rock, the bills 
author, on a possible course of 
action. 


The Senate voted 31-0 to ap- 


prove the bill by Sen. Allen 
calling for a one-month recess 
of the legislature after the be- 
ginning of future sessions. 


Presently, the 60-day regular 


session begins on the second 
Monday in January every two 
years. Allen's bill would pro- 
vide for the session to start on 
the same date, but the General 
Assembly would deal only with 
organizational and procedural 
matters for a period of up to 
five days before recessing for 
the month. 


Allen said the recess would 


give an incoming governor a 
longer period of time in which 
to prepare his program for sub- 
mission to the legislature. 


Allen said Gov. Dale Bump- 


ers was "an exceptional man" 
in getting his program intro- 
duced early in the legislative 
session. Former Gov. Winthrop 
Rockefeller had failed to have 
his program prepared in time 
and former Gov. Orval E. Fau- 
bus had no bills ready for ac- 
tion when the General Assem- 
bly went into session in one of 
Faubus' early terms in office, 
Allen said. 


The House voted 84-0 to ap- 


prove a bill by Reps. Ode Mad- 
dox of Oden and Bill Randall of 
Hot Springs that would create 
an Arkansas Museum and Cul- 
tural Commission, which would 
carry out the establishment of 
a proposed Mid-America Muse- 
um in Hot Springs. 


The bill would permit the 


commission to issue up to $12 
million in revenue bonds to con- 
struct the museum if the Smith- 
sonian Institution agreed 
to 


operate the facility. Negotia- 
tions are in progress that could 
lead to such an agreement. 


The House voted to ask the 


House and Senate Constitution- 
al Amendments Committess to 
give further study to a pro- 
posed constitutional amend- 
ment providing four-year terms 
to constitutional officers and 
county officials and establishing 
new salary limits for elected 
state officials. 


Rep. Leroy Blankenship of 


Walnut Ridge, who made the 
motion to refer the proposal 
back to committee, said he did 
not believe the people would 
approve the proposed amend- 
ment in its present form.

The vote was 63-9, with 75 votes 
needed for passage, but the 
House wiped out the record of 
the vote so the measure can be 
considered again.

"The ferns and little 
things I got to go inside the tank 
just about match the bedspread 
in Gavin's room.

The aquarium was enormous, 


maybe four feet long and more 
than a foot high.

how many it takes to fill up the 
belly of two small sea horses? 
Or how difficult it is to find 


shrimp eggs? 


Finally, we were forced to 


give the horses to a friend who 
has an even more elaborate 
sand for days the water stood 
empty, the bubbles floating to 
the surface and making a bur- 
ping noise as they popped.

mercial communications satel- 
lite-system 


Under Intelsat regulations, no 


member nation can launch a 
communications payload that 
would be harmful to the inter- 
national consortium. 


The issue was raised at a 


space shuttle conference Tues- 
day by Jean Bernard LeGarde 
of France, liaison officer for
